Teamsters Decide to Adopt 
More Peaceful Methods and 
May Seek Settlement 
of the Trouble. 


Mayor Issues Warning, Court 
Upholds Injunction, and - 
the Kellogg Company 
Moves Wagons. 


Warned in a proclamation by Mayor Har- 
rison to cease rioting, defeated in their at- 
tempts to stop the wagons of the Kellogg 
Switchboard and Supply company, and stag- 
gered by a decision of the Appellate court 
that finally declared their picketing Illegal. 
the teamsters’ union decided last night to 
adopt more peaceful methods. 

The decision of the union men was reached 
at a secret meeting of the leaders, the strike 
situation being discussed in all its details. 
The developments of the day—all adverse to 
the unions—frightened the teamsters, and 
most of them expressed a desire for peace. 


No More Big Blockades. 

For the next few days, according to the 
plans formulated last night, the teamsters 
will allow the wagons of the Kellogg com- 
pany to make their trips to the freight depots 
without serious opposition. No large block- 
ades are to be formed, it was decided, unless 
the company sends jts wagons into the down- 
town district. 

The Kellogg company and the strikers were 
perhaps nearer to a settlement last night 
than at any time since the strike was called. 
The state board of arbitration yesterday ar- 
ranged for a series of conferences, and in 
view of the apparent weakening of the team- 
sters it is thought they may be induced to 
concede some of the demands which the com- 
pany officials say they are unable to grant. 

Threats that a sympathetic strike may be 


pany are not taken seriously. 


Proclamation by the Mayor. 

The proclamation by the ma was issued 
late in the afternoon at the request of the 
Employers’ association. As the committee 
of the employers left the mayor’ s office Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles called for a social visit, and 
at once a wild rumor was started that the 
federal troops would be called to take a part 
in the strike trouble: The mayor’s proclama- 
tion was as follows: 

“ Whereas, In certain parts of the city 
there has been for some days past, and there — 
is at present, danger ot the commission of 
disorderly acts, amounting te riot, on the 
part of ill-disposed persons, and the ¢fforts 
of the police to quell the dist ges 
thereby, tO make arrests, and otherwise to 
perform the duties imposed upon them by 
law have been greatly hindered by the pres- 
ence at all points of disturbance of crowds 
of persons congregating on the streets at 
such places, out of mere curiosity; 


Arrest for All Offenders. 

Now, therefore, I do hereby warn all per- 
sons to refrain from lounging about, loiter- 
ing, stopping, or gathering together at any 
place within the city where there is disturb- 
ance or danger of disturbance from the dis- 
orderly or riotous conduct of any persons. 
All persons are hereby warned that such 
loitering, lounging, or congregating is con- 
trary to law. Any person who blocks the 
street or interferes with the duties of the 


going on will be arrested and punished in ac- 
cordance with law. 
“ CARTER H. HARRISON, Mayor.“ 

The proclamation is based on the city or- 
dinance which prohibits such congregations 
under a nne of from $5 to $50 for each offense, 
-and the chief of police has been instructed to 
enforce it strictly. 


Plea of the Employers. 

The committee which called on the mayor 
was composed of John G. Shedd, Frank H. 
Armstrong, and Frederic W. Job and pre- 
sented to him this letter from the association: 

July 17, 1903.—The Hon. Carter H. Har- 
rison, mayor of Chicago: Whereas, a con- 
dition exists in the city of Chicago which 
makes it impossible for many of our citizens 
to transact their business in the usual man- 
ner, that it has been for some days past, and 
is now, impossible to make deliveries in the 
vicinity of the plant of the Kellogg Switch- 
board company and at certain times in other 
localities without great risk to the life of 
citizens and damage to teams and other 
property; 

Now, therefore, this committee of the 
Employers’ association of Chicago, and rep- 
resenting large business interests of this city, 
have been instructed by said association to 
lay these facts before your honor and request 
that in addition to the use of the police de- 


rorth the danger of crowds of citizens con- 
gregat ing in the streets of this city and warn- 
ing them against any further unlawful acts, 
and adopt such further measures as may be 
required to bring about peaceful conditions 
ana insure to all the safety of life and prop- 
erty in the transaction of their regular 
duties.” 

The letter was signed by John G. Shedd, 
Charles H. Thorne, Frank H. Armstrong, 
Mark Morton, John V. Farwell Jr., J. Harry 
Selz, Adolphus C. Bartlett, William E. Clow, 
and Frederic W. Job as secretary. 

There was practically no discussion over 
the matter, the mayor agreeing to issue the 
proclamation at once and excusing himself 
so he could entertain Gen. Miles, who is an 
old friend and calls at the city hall every 
time he comes to Chicago. 


Writers Condemn Rioters. 

The mayor has received more than 100 
letters on the strike situation. They range 
from commendation of the acts of the police 
to demands that disgrace to the city by the 
violence of the labor element should be pre- 

vented. 

It our police cannot or will not protect 
our citizens let us have the federal troops,” 
said a door manufacturer. 
ing should not be tolerated and our industries 
driven from our city. If I were mayor I 
would seize this golden opportunity to make 
my name immortal. I am sure a man who 
would furnish the people what they are 
entitled to could have anything he wanted 
from the hands of the people.” 

Another writer declares that not only the 
peace of the city but its future prosperity 
depends on what is now done. Still another 
declares the “state of anarchy” existing 
should be suppressed. Business men near 
Halsted street declare that they have been 
in a state of siege almost without parallel. 
Picketing, when carried to an excess, is con- 
demned on all sides.

FAMOUS ARTIST DIES.

J. * Whistler, American Painter, 
Passes Away in England. 


DEMISE COMES SUDDENLY. 


Fought Hard for Recognition, but 
Finally Overeame All Opposition. 


LONDON, July 18, 8 a. m.- James McNeil 
Whistler, the American artist, died yester- 
day afternoon suddenly at his residence, 
Cheyne-Walk, Chelsea. He had been ill a 
long fime. 

This morning’s papers publish elaborate 
obituary notices, recognising the distin- 
guished and unique personality of Whistler, 
whose genius greatly dominated Buropean 
art of the present generation. While ad- 
mitting that it is for posterity to decide his 
exact position as a painter, it is generally 
conceded that he was a consummate etcher. 
The Daily Telegraph says: 

It may safely be prophesied that the light 
of his genius will but burn the brighter when 
his self-asserted individuality has been a 
little forgotten or, at any rate, obscured.” 


Was a Born Fighter. 

Whistler once said in conversation: “ Yes, 
I have many friends, and I am grateful to 
them; but those whom most I love are my 
enemies—not in a biblical sense; O, no; but 
because they keep one always busy, always 
up to the mark, either fighting them or prov- 
ing them idiots.” 

Whistler was ever a fighter, the quality of 
combativeness being inherent in his blood. 
His grandfather was Col. William Whistler 
of the Fourth United States infantry, who 
graduated from West Point Military acad- 
emy in 1846 and served with distinction in 
the Mexican war and the civil war. His sec- 


was trained at West Point and became known 
as one of the ablest engineers in the country. 


‘ Born in St. Petersburg. 

The family lived at Lowell, Mass. It often 
has been stated that the artist, James Abbott 
McNeil Whistler, was born here, the gen- 
erally accepted date being 1834. Mr. Whistler 
himself, however, in evidence stated that he 
was born in St. Petersburg. 

In that city the artist, as a boy, spent some 
years, and on his return to America he was 
sent to West Point. About 1855 he returned 
to Europe and studied art several years in 
the French capital at the celebrated studio of 
Glare. 

While he was battling for acceptance as a 
painter Whistler took up etching, and in this 
field quickly established preéminence. 

Has Quarrel with Du Maurier. 

Like many jokers, he could not take a joke 
when it was on himself. This Du Mauriér, 
the author of “ Trilby,” found out when the 
story’ was running serially. In the third in- 
staliment of the story Du Maurier had in- 
troduced a lifelike caricature of Whistler 
under the name of Joe Sibley. In the text 
that accompanied the sketch Du Maurier 
described Sibley as a young man with 
„beautiful white hair like an Albino’s, as soft 
and bright as floss sik.“ and as tall and 
slim and graceful, and, like most of the other 
personages concerned in this light story, 
nice to look at with. pretty! manners (and 
an unimpeachable moral tone).” Sibley had, 
said Du Maurier, but one god, whose 


* Sibley’ was the god of Joe's worship and 
none other, and he would hear of no other 
genius in the world.”

MANY DIEINCYCLONE| HIGH “A” FATAL NOTE 


Four Killed at Streator, III, and 
Same Number at Mendota. . 


PROPERTY DAMAGE IS GREAT 


At Former Town There Is Cloudburst; 
* Death List May Grow. 


Streator, III., July 17.-[Special.]—At least 


four persons were killed, more than a score 
seriously if not fatally injured, and a prop- 


erty loss of $500,000 is the result of a tornado 


which swept through Streator at 6 o'clock 
The storm lasted only fifteen 
minutes, but when it had passed it left a 
wake of dead and dying persons and build- 
ings which had been leveled to the ground. 
A fall of rain that was almost a cloud- 
burst accompanied the wind. Electric’ light 
wires are down everywhere, and night com- 
ing on almost immediately after the storm 
had passed the search for the dead and in- 
jured is being prosecuted with the greatest 
difficulty. It is feared that the total num- 
ber of fatalities will be increased in the morn- 


ing. 
The Dead.

Of the dead, Bivens, Brown, and Doyle were 
killed at the racetrack, where the new grand 
stand was blown down onto a crowd which 
had sought shelter from the downpour.

Purcell was night watchman 
at the Vulcan Western works, and had not 
been on duty five minutes when he was killed.

Mosquito’s Doom Sounded by an 
Expert on an Alto Horn. 


PEST MADE DEAF AND BLIND 


Latest Discovery Will Furnish New 
Use for Village Band. 


New Brunswick, N. J., July 17.—[Special. }— 
The doom of the mosquito is sealed. The high 
mote on an alto horn in any village brass band 
is sure death to the product of the New 
Jersey swamps. 

Even if the mosquito manages to escape the 
ravages of the alto horn with his life, be will 
be blind and deaf—and therefore harmless. 

J. H. Thomas, leader of the New Brunswick 
silver cornet band, is the man who discovered 
the musical note that is death to the mosquito. 

Last night the band was rehearsing a dif- 
ficult composition in A minor in which there 


+ was a solo of eight bars of the first alto 


horn, played by Fred Nixon. The highest 
note in Nixon's part in Che composition was. 
A above the staff. 

The night was warm and Nixon was doing 
his best. After tremendous effort he suc- 


staff. 
High Note Is Deadly. 

A above the staff on a first alto horn pro- 
duces 960 vibrations of the atmosphere per 
second. The blast rattled the windows and 
caused the gas light to flicker, and Bandmas- 
ter Thomas made his discovery at the same 
instant. He said: 

“T had noticed five big mosquitoes on the 
ceiling directly above the bell of Nixon’s 
alto horn. When he struck that high note 
A above the staff every one of the five mos- 
quitoes dropped into the horn. 

Being curious to ascertain the cause ot 
their sudden fall from the ceiling I rescued 
the dead mosquitoes and 
teriologist, 

Blind, Deaf, and Dead. 

“He held a post mortem and discovered 
that both the auditory and optic nerves were 
completely paralyzed, showing, if the mos- 
quitoes had lived, they would have been 
blind as well us deaf. 

“ Judging from this, I think there is no 
doubt that the musical note that is fatal to 
the mosquito is note A above the staff pro- 
duced on an alto horn in the hands of an 


bass horn. From rough calculations I think 
that an ordinary amateur band ought to be 
able to kill off all the mosquitoes in the New- 
ark meadows in three days.” 

In view of the New Brunswick discovery 
a new field is open to the destructiveness of 
the village band. No longer will the ear 
splitting melody be a menace to the peace 
and quiet of the neighborhood. When the 
rehearsal begins the tired and sleepy popu- 
lace may console itself with the refiection 
that death and blindness is emiting the mos- 
quitoes, and that relief to suffering mankind 
is in sight at last.

Cardinal Rampolla, the papal secretary of 
state, was able to confer with the pope briefly 
regarding certain matters requiring imme- 
diate solution. Asa result of this interview 
his holiness gave Cardinal Rampolla full 
power to regulate matters affecting the 
church. This fact has led Rampolla’s 
enemies to declare that he had become pope 
before the death of Leo XIII.

Preparing for Pope’s Death 

In vatican circles the death of the pope 
as a result of his present iliness is taken as 
@ matter of course, and preparations are go- 
ing forward for the election of his successor. 

Workmen under the direction of the vatican 
authorities today began the preparation at 
St. Peter's for the lying in state of the pope’s 
body. Considerable work is necessary in 
order that the great crowds may be handied 


ing as rapidly as possible. 

A huge spit, twelve feet long, which hds 
been used for roasting food for the conclaves 
since the time of Gregory X VL was brougnt 
from an old storeroom today and will de em- 
ployed to roast quarters of beef for the iso- 
lated cardinals while they are deliberating 
in the conclave over the election of the suc- 
cessor to Leo XIIL 

At midnight the pope showed less aversion 
to the nourishment offered him and took 
half @ cup 
a few sips of old wine. 

Since that hour he has slept, with less of 
the restlessness which marked his condition 
Thursday night, although at 2:15 o’clock this 
(Saturday) morning it was stated that his 


breathing was not so easy. 
Friday in the Sickreom. 

When Dr. Mazzoni entered the sickroom 
Friday morning he was greeted by the pope, 
who said: I am tired and unrefreshed,” 

Dr. Mazzoni spent much time in examining 
him. As his holiness is reduced almost to a 
skeleton, if a new operation is decided upon 
it will not be because of any hope of saving 
the patient’s life but simply for the purpose 
ot rendering the death agony less acute. 

The morning bulletin, issued at 0:30 o'clock, 
was as follows: 

“ His holiness had during the night seme 
hours ef sleep, together with short perieds 
of slight exciterment. The level of the plearie 
liquid is maintained within the limits already 
noted without seriously troubling the pontiff. 
The physical condition of the august patient 
presents no noteworthy change.

Market values of the great volume of rail- 
road and industrial stocks traded in in New 
York at the present prices show a shrinkage 
in the last year of $1,706,790,000, compared 
with the high prices of 1902. 

The meaning of the figures is not to be 
misunderstood by assuming they represent a 
sweeping away of established and so-called 
intrinsic values. In great part they repre- 
sent a loss in ephemeral prices by 
extraordinary speculation. 


| It is not to be presumed that the purchaser 


of Chicago and Northwestern stock, for in- 
stance, at the high price of 271, which was 
touched last year, is still holding that stock 
at the price last Wednesday of 161%. The 
losses have been distributed on the way down 
and only a small portion of the capital stock 
of the company was traded in at those in- 
flated values. To continue the illustration 
with Chicago and Northwestern stock,it may 
be supposed that a purchaser of the shares 
around 150 saw them advance to 271. He 
was on paper the gainer by 121 points. Now 
that the stock has shrunk the holder has lost 
no actual wealth, but he has lost a paper 
profit. Chicago and Northwestern stock was 
particularly advanced by buying for control 
when some Wall street interests were will- 
ing to pay high prices in order to get the 
stock for voting purposes. * 
tment of Values.

It has not profited a specu- 
lator to buy, for instance, St. Paul at 190, 
getting on his investment an interest return 
of 3.7 per cent per annum, while paying 5 
and 6 per cent on borrowed money with 
which to purchase the stock. It is now a 
matter of stocks commanding prices which 
will return’ the investor 5 per cent or more 
in dividends, being an amount something 
like money brings in the loan market. 


‘Twice the National Debt. | 

The national debt is approximately $931,- 
780,000, so that the shrinkage in the mar- 
ket values of the stocks enumerated here is 
almost twice the amount of the national 
bonded debt. The losses in these values, 
such as they are, presented here do not cover 
the entire range of stocks and do not in- 
clude any bond issues. But that the hold- 
ers of securities could lose $1,700,000,000 in 
profits without any noteworthy failures is 
a cause in some instances of astchishment 
and in others of congratulation. 

But it will be found as indicated that the 
losses in the main are not substantial, but 
represent the falling away af a fictitiously 
created value. It was not there in the first 
instance, and so can not be considered as 
an absolute destruction of value. 


Wealthy Men Are Sufferers. 

During this eight months’ shrinkage a large 
number of wealthy men in New York and in 
other parts of the country find that while 
they are still wealthy they have not nearly 
so much of value in securities as they had 
before. The declines have gone on without 
any interruption in business or a jar in any 
Girection except such as is occasioned by 
high rates of interest. The securities them- 
selves which have shrunken most are pay- 
ing precisely the same dividend rates as they 
did in 1902. If money were not so high the 
stocks themselves would be on a much higher 
level. 

In the list of stocks showing heavy shrink- 
ages the shares of the United States Steel 
corporation are the most prominent. The two 
issues, common and preferred, have lost in 
value nominally $221,500,000. The Standard 
Oil company, too, shows a stock depreciation 
of $78,000,000, and the Northern Securities 
company a shrinkage of $118,582,000. - 

Bonds Also Decline. 

But it hasn't been stocks alone which have 
declined. Gilt edged bonds like the 3% per 
cént issue of the New York Centra! railroad 
company show a large decline. In 1902 they 
sold at 100%. At the low prices this year they 
were quoted at 96, a drop of 18% points. This 
decline has been due not to any issuance of 
securities ahead of the 3% per cents. It has 
been the small interest return and the high 
price that has caused investors to sell them 
and seek a more remunerative investment. 
When money lends to railroad companies at 
56% and 6 per cent, as it does now, there is no 
temptation to buy a bond which pays only 8% 
per cent. 

Morgan Not Infallible. 

One of the Interesting groups of securities 
showing declines is that composed of the 
stocks and bonds of the International Mer- 
cantile Marine company, the Northern Se- 
curities company, and the United States 
Steel corporation. These three companies 
were promoted and launched largely by J. 
P. Morgan. The enormous shrinkage in 
value of these particular securities demon- 
strates that the most conspieuous and con- 
structive financier in the country gets bad 
bargains. The changes in the prices of se- 
curities of the companies named in the last 
year follow:

A notable decrease in the number of deaths 
from lockjaw following fourth of July 
wounds seems to indicate that the time for 
the development of the disease is passing. 
Physicians say that, as a rule, tetanus will 
manifest itself, if at-all, within two weeks 
after the wound is inflicted, and it is two 
weeks today since the fourth. 

But, even if there are no more deaths, the 
record made this year is believed to exceed 
that of any previous year; and it is probable 
that, were all the fatalities reported, the 
record would be much more appalling than 
it is. 

It is worth noting in this connection that 
no deaths have been reported from New 
York City, Brooklyn, San Francisco, Boston, 
and other large cities with their millions of 
population. That there were victims in 
those cities, but no record made of them, is 
the explanation offered.

MAYOR TO ADVISE CHANGES 
IN TELEPHONE ORDINANCE. 


Will Propose Two Amendments Better 
to Safeguard Interests of City and to 
Remove Possible Misunderstanding.

WARRANTS OUT FOR FORMER 
POSTOFFICE OFFICIAL. 


Grand Jury Returns Two Indictments 
Against Him Because of His Connec- 
Mon with the Government's Pur- 


Find Evidence of His Having Re- 
ecived Money.from Ex-Congressman 
Edmund H. Driggs. 


New York, July 17.— [Special. I Two indict- 
ments were found today by the United States 
grand jury against George W. Beavers, who 
several weeks ago resigned his position as 
superintendent of the division of salaries and 
allowances of the postoffice department. The 
indictments are based on Beavers’ connec- 
tion with former Representative Edmund H. 
Driggs in the purchase of E. J. Brandt-Dent 
automatic change making machines by the 
department. Five checks drawn for an 
amount aggregating $5,000, it is said, by 
Driggs, who was a depositor in the First 
National bank of Brooklyn, and made pay- 
able to George W. Beavers, who kept his 
funds in the Nassau Trust company, form 
the ground work for the charges. 


Driggs Pays Beavers. 

These checks, it is said, were credited to 
Beavers’ account at or about the time pay- 
ments were made by the Autofnatic Machine 
company to Driggs as his commission, 880 
each on the machines bought by the govern- 
Beavers had not been taken into custody 
Yonight, but will surrender himself before 
United States Commissioner John A. Shields 
in this borough and furnish bail. Beavers 
was in the company of his lawyer, Bankson 
T. Morgan of Morgan & Seabury, 
Broadway, tonight. Morgan and Beavers re- 
fused to discuss ahe question of the indict- 
ments, both saying there was nothing to be 
said until they have been officially notified of 
the existence of the true bills.“ 


Trust Company Shows Books. 
With the clew that led to the Nassau 
Trust company, where Beavers had his ac- 
count, the posteffice inspectors subponaed 
the trust company officials to produce their 
books at Washington, D. C. Later Harry F. 
Burns, secretary of the trust company, pro- 
duced the company’s books and balance 
sheets before the United States grand jury 
in Brooklyn. Thus it was found that Bea- 
vers had presented or deposited Driggs’ 
checks drawn on the First National bank of 
Brooklyn at the Nassau Trust company, 
where Beavers had his account. The First 
National bank is a member of the Clearing 
House association, while the trust company 
is not, and some of the e s mentioned in 
the indictments were collécted by the trust 
company direct from the First National 
bank, only a short distance away. Therefore 
the checks did not pass through the clearing 
house. One of the chpcks is for $840. 


Miller Indictment Will Be Dismissed. 

The indictments found against George F. 
Miller, agers: for the E. J. Brandt-Dent.com- 
pany of this city, probably will be dismissed, 
as their legality has been brought into ques- 
tiom through Miller having been a witness 
under subpcena before the grand jury that 
subsequently indicted him. It is said that 
Miller probably will be reindicted by. the 
present grand jury, before which he has not 


been called.

JUSTICE BREWER FAVORS 
GREATER USE OF INJUNCTIONS. 


Tells the Iowa State Bar Association 
the Restrrining Power of a Court of 
Equity Is Government’s Right Hand. 


Des Moines, Ia., July 17.—[Special.}—Be- 
fore the State Bar association today Justice 
J. D. Brewer ad¥ecated an extension rather 
than the restriction of the exercise by federal 
courts of the power of injunction. He said 
that labor organizations misunderstood and 
misconceived the situation if they imagined 
that the issuance of injunctions is a biow at 
the free exercise of their full rights. 

On this subject he said in vart: 

“It appears that there is a clamor against 
the exercise of the equitable power of in- 
junction by the courts, An effort has been 
made to make of ita political question. Gov- 
ernment by injunction has been made the 
subject of easy denunciation. So far from 
removing or restricting this power there 
never was a time when its full and vigorous 
exercise was worth more to the nation than 
it is today. 

As the population becomes more dense 
and as business interests grow and crowd 
each other the restraining power of a court 
of equity is of far greater importance than 
the punishing power of a court of criminal 
law. I am awere that the labor organiza- 
tions are especially sensitive and think the 


prejudice. But they will come to see that 
there is no thought of disturbing them in the 
peaceful exercise of their right interests, but 
only to prevent wrong and violence.” 

‘Justice Brewer attacked the growing 
tendency toward concealment of judicial pro- 
ceedings, especially in divorce cases. He 
thought it better that no divorces be granted 
than that the proceedings be held in’secret. 
He thought no man should be rich enough 
to draw a veil over a court of justice. 

Justice Brewer criticised congress for giv- 
ing judicial powers affecting the rights and 
liberties of persons to administrative officers, 
and insisted that no man’s person should be 
subject to disposal except when he has hada 
full hearing in a proper tribunal. 

He advocated taking the pardon power 
away fröm executives and placing it in the 
hands of tribunals, no pardons to issue with- 
out hearing. He argued that the bench 
should be purged of politics and that judges 
be given life tenure of office and pensions.

Wild Talk by Young. 

Before the meeting of the teamsters last 
right their president, Albert Young, made 
loud boasts of what he would do if the Kel- 
ogg company did not come to time.“ In- 
cidentally he delivered himself of opinions 
as to the labor situation, which were 
strangely at variance with the views he 
has been supposed to hold. In positive. 
words he indorsed sympathetic strikes, tak- 
ing a stand directly opposite to that re- 
cently assumed by his union. Apparentiy 
he was not quite himself and had not been 
for twenty-four hours. 

“Of course, our strike at the Kellogg 
pient is purely in sympathy,”’ he said. 
“And I want to say we haven't begun yet. 
We can stand this all summer, and there will 
be something doing every day. The Kellogg 
people think they can fight organized ,abor— 
we'll show them. We'll give them all they 
want. 

If any corporation in the City of Chicago 
fencies it can down unionism, I am here t9 
give it a fight that will put ſt out of business. 
Any one who wants a scrap can get it. We 
live on warfare, and I am 3 out ofa 
fight.” 

Young then proceeded to tell what he would 
do to the Chicago Edison company if it con- 
tinues to supply the Kellogg plant with 
electrical power. Practically every state- 
ment, when traced down, was found to be 
only wanton and Wie braggadocio. 

‘That company will be tied up tight pretty 
soon if it don’t give in,” he said. “ We'll 
shut off its coal supply, and it will not be 
able to turn a wheel. At a conference this 
morning with representatives of the com- 
pany the thing was talked over, and they 
know our stand.” 


Young’s Statement Disputed. 

H. E. Niesz, assistant to the vice president 
of the company, said no conference had been 
heid with the teamsters at any stage of the 
present imbroglio, and that no word had 
come from them in regard to any prospective 
strike. As a matter of fact the concern is 
independent of teamsters, receiving its fuel 
direct by rail or by coal barge. 

„ How will you get at the Edison com- 
pany?’ Young was asked. 

“Call out the teamsters,“ was the reply. 
„It is true there are only half a dozen of 
them, but that will do the business. Then 
I made an arrangement two days ago with 
W. D. Ryan of the Mineworkers whereby 
they agree not ta let any coal go to companies 
to which we object.“ 

W. D. Ryan, secretary and treasurer of 
the lllinois miners, was seen at McCoy’s 
hotel, where Young said he had met him. 

I haven't seen Young since I have been 
in Chicago.“ Mr. Ryan said. ‘ He'll have 
to cut that sort of talk out. 

The agreement under which the miners are 
working provides that any operator who 
signs the contract shall be permitted to sell 
his product in any market he chooses. The 
miners have had their own experiences with 
sympathetic strikes. 


Scored by Appellate Court. 

The Appellate court, in sustaining Judge 
Holdom’s injunction, takes occasion to score 
the methods of the unions. In passing on thd 
merits of the case, the reviewing court says: 

“Efforts to convince the judgment by 
peaceable argument or persuasion are not un- 
lawful, and would not be restrained by a 
court of equity, but so-called persuasion, 
backed up by acts of violence, is not an effort 
to convince the judgment; it is an effort to 
foree compliance without reference to the 
will of those persuaded,’ and it is properly 
subject to restraint.“ 

Judge Holdom's order restrained the Brass 
Workers’ Union No. 127, Brass Molders’ Lo- 
cal No. 83, International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers’ Local No. 876, Chicago 
Metal Workers’ Council No. 1, and the Inter- 
national Association of Machinists, Lodge 
No. 8, and others from interfering with the 
Kellogg company in the conduct of its busi- 


ness, 
Similar to Medieval Warfare. 

The facts as stated in the bill and accom- 
panyisg affidavits,’’ continues the branch 
Appellate court's opinion, indicate that ap- 
peilee’s place of business is undergoing a 
siege not unlike a medieval citidel in time of 
war. It is cut off, so far asis possible for the 
besiegers to do so, from reinforcing its supply 
of labor; its employés are followed and as- 
saulted as in a state of war; andit is averred 
that the system employed includes continu- 
ous and numerous assaults on those seeking 
to work for appellee without connecting 
themselves with labor organizations, 

According to the bill these are the means 
employed to compel appellee to enter into an 
agreement, to effectuate which would con- 
flict with public policy In that it would re- 
strict the lawful right of the individual either 
to work for a livelihood or to employ whom. 
he chooses. 
„The bill and affidavits show that the 
‘persuasion’ employed by appellants was 
and is not peaceable. It is aceompanied not 
only by a show of overwhelming force, but 
by actual violence. It would be idle to say 
that ‘ persuasion of the character described 
in this bill is of a lawful kind.” 


Overtures by Peace Agent. 

The peace effort in behalf of the state board 
of arbitration was made through its secre- 
tary, Luke Grant, who was authorized to act 
by members of the executive board of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor and by repre- 
sentatives of the Kellogg company. 

Beyond preparing for a conference be- 
tween the officials of the Kellogg company 
and the peace committee of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor, no progress was made. 
Conferences will be held this morning.

Busy Dag for Police. 

While there was less rioting yesterday than 
on ing days, the police had pienty to 
do. Following the disorders of the morning 
trouble broke out anew when, at 3 o’élock, 
two wagons left the Kellogg plant and swung 
out inte Congress street. A few of the strik- 
ers threw stones and bottles, and a dozen of 
them were arrested. In front of the county 
hospital the teamsters made an effort to form 
a blockade. 

When the wagons reached Ogden avenue 
and Harrison street they found several teams 
ready to block their progress. The police 
formed in lines and rushed the drivers, ar- 
resting all who resisted. 
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revolvers, and the rioters scattered. On 
the return trip the strikers boarded a trolley 
car and beat the conductor because he would 
not block the passage of the wagons. ‘ 
During the evening crowds collected around 
the plant ready to assault the nonunion em- 
ployés as they left for their homes. Forty 
policemen. in charge of Lieut. Hartnett and 
Lieut. Ambrose, were on duty in the vicinity, 
and trouble was averted. . ; 


These Are Arrested. 


The morning disorders were not of a serious 

nature, although sixteen trouble makers were 
arrested. 
Among those arrested—they are teamsters 
unless otherwise designated—were: Ferdi- 
nand Arndt, William Roehr, laborer; Otto 
Jawsozky, William Black, James Smith, 
William Newber, agent; Charles White, A. 
G. Best, agent; Randolph L. George, W. J. 
Kidd, machinist; Bernard Young, Albert Mc- 
Quigg, George Bergstrom, August Larson, 
Theodore Hertel, clerk; E. B. Ogden, Frank 
Schultz, clerk; William Williams, George 
Dustin, Dennis Magoon, Barney Short. mol- 
der; Frank O'Neill, John Brown, and Elmer 
Raymond. 

Forty-three others, who have been arrested 
on preceding days, were arraigned before 
Justice Eberhardt. Some were discharged, 
others took continuances, and still others 
were fined from $1 to $10 each. 

In addition to their other repulses the 
strikers found during the day the Ameri- 
can Express company did not fear to make 
deliveries to the Kellogg plant. Late in the 
afternoon a wagon cf the company drove up 
to the Kellogg plant, passed through the 
picket lines, and entered the alley, where the 
goods were unloaded. 


TRY TO TIE UP EDISON PLANT. 


Several Unions Ordered to Strike Today 
Because Some of Their Mem- 
bers Were Discharged. . 


Organized labor will try to tie up the new 
plant of the Chicago Edison company, Twen- 
ty-third street and Fiske avenue, because the 
company has discharged several union elec- 
tricilans and gasfitters. For several years the 
gasfitters and electricians have been trying 
to organize the employés of the company, but 
without success. 

A strike was ordered on Wednesday, but it 
failed, and the strikers went before the Build- 
ing Trades council last night and asked its 
assistance. This was granted, and today the 
steamfitters, hodcarriers, painters, machin- 
ists, and woodworkers will be ordered to 
strike and remain out until the company re- 
instates the discharged men. 

Word was received at the Sante F6 offices 
in Chicago yesterday that 204 men out of 300 
employed in the shops at La Junta, Colo., had 
quit work without notice on Thursday be- 
cause they had not received their pay checks 
on time. It was decided by the Chicago offi- 
cials that under the circumstances the men 
have no right to claim reinstatement. 

Representatives of the Hotel Men's associ- 
ation and of their employés were in session 
five Sours last evening at the Sherman house 
considering a wage and hour schedule. 
When the meeting adjourned early this morn- 
ing it was announced that while favorable 
progress had been made, no decision had been 
reached, and that another session would be 
held within a few days.

N view of the controversy which has re- 
cently been raging here as to the pro- 
priety of the transmission by the United 
States government of the petition of the 
Jews and their friends in this country fo 

the czar, tn behalf of their coreligionists in 
Russia, more especially in connection with 
the Kisheneff outrages, the action of King 
Edward with regard to a petition of the same 
character from the Jews of Australia, and 


patch through official channels to Emperor 
Nicholas, becomes of timely interest. 

The foreign office has declined to forward 
the Australian petition, and has returned it 
to its organizers, intimating in the most 
clear and emphatic language that the mat- 
ter in question concerned the internal and 
domestic affairs Of Russia, and that on this 
account no representation could be made with 
any degree of propriety to the czar. 

It is known that it Is by King Bdward's 
own orders that this course has been adopted, 
a fact which will surprise no one who is cog- 
nizant of the fact that King Edward per- 
sonally directs and controls the foreign policy 
of his country, in accordance with his con- 
stitutional prerogatives, the secretary of state 
for foreign affairs being, as I have had oc- 
caslon more than once to point out, respon- 
sible for the affairs concerning the depart- 
ment neither to the cabinet, nor to parlia- 
ment, but to his sovereign alone. 


—~o- 


No ruler in christendom has shown himself 
a moré sincere and sympathetic friend of the 
Jews than King Edward, many of his most 
intimate personal friends and cronies, such 
as for instance Reuben Sassoun, the late 
Baron Hirsch, etc., belong to the chosen race, 
and he has just raised a member thereof to 
the house of lords in the person of Sir Henry 
Levi Lawson, the proprietor of the London 
Daily Telegraph, at the same time conferring 
a baronetcy on the Jewish lord mayor of 
London. Indeed, it is entirely due to King 
Edward’s influence and social backing that 
the Jews today occupy a position in the fore- 
front of English society such as they enjoy 
nowhere else in the world, not even in the 
United States. 

— 

It may safely be assumed therefore that it 
fs not from lack of sympathy for the Jewish 
race that King Edward has expressed his 
disapproval of the transmission to the czar 
of any foreign petition concerning the treat- 
ment of Jews in Russia. If he has adopted 
this attitude it is because he realizes that 
petitions of this kind are likely to do much 
more harm than good, and to frustrate rather 
than to promote the object which they have 
in view, that is to say, the improvement of the 
treatment of the Jews in Russia. Thoroughly 
convinced of the humane and liberal inten- 
tions of his nephew, the czar, intentions that 
are frequently set at nought, and opposed by 
subordinate officials, he appreciates that the 
dispatch of such petitions affects the na- 
tional pride of the Russian people, and the 
prestige—consequently therefore the power— 
of its enlightened ruler, and are calculated 
therefore to increase the difficulties of his 
task, and of the execution of his aims. 

I may add that King Edward, before adopt- 
ing this course in the matter, consulted with 
Lord Rothschild and other leaders of the 
Jewish race in England, and that it has been 
with their thorough and entire approval that 
he has declined to allow his government to be 
a party either officially or semi-officially to 
any representations to the czar on the sub- 
ject of the Jews in Russia. 

King Edward is contemplating an active 
season at Balmoral this autumn, and this 
Highland residence of the British sovereign 
will for the first time in its history be the 
scene of court festivities and of royal pomp. 
Extensive additions have been made to the 
castle and to its dependencies, especially with 
regard to the accommodation of guests and 
of servants, while the kitchens have been 
enlarged, and equipped in a manner to admit 
the preparation of state banquets. The king 
has intimated to the premier that during his 
sojourn at Balmoral he will require a cabinet 
minister th be permanently in residence at 
the castle, while the telegraph and telephone 
services have been completed so thoroughly 
that instant and private communication can 
be enjoyed between the castle at Balmoral 
and the government department in London 
at any hour of the day. he king intends to 
do a good deal of deer stalking while in Scot- 
land, and the roadways throughout the vast 
domains of Balmoral and its policies, that 
is to say, the adjacent estates belonging 
thereto, have been improved in order to 
admit of the free use of motor cars.

Sir Robert Stout, the chief justice of New 
Zealand, bezween whom and the earl of 
Ranfurly, the governor of the colony, such

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Crosland’s “Lovely Woman 


The Ill Natured Man Has Written Another Book. 


HERE are more ways than one of at- 
tracting the attention of the reading 
public. One way, not always sure in 
the beginning, however, is to write a 
good book; another is to write a bad 
book. This is not always a sure way, but it 
ts pry in ten cases out of twenty, while one 
of the most effective ways of all is to write 
an abusive book. By this latter method Mr. 
T. W. H. Crosland has succeeded in attract- 
ing an amount of attention he would never 
have won on the merits of his work. His 
first book to attract public notice was The 
Unspeakable Scot’”’: a foolish book, but so 
outrageously abusive that it had a surpris- 
ingly large audience, much larger, I fancy, 
than Mr. Crosland had ever dreamed of. In 
some quarters the book was severely crit- 
icised, in others merely laughed at. The lat- 
ter was much the better way to treat a book 
of its character, but even the judicious will 
lose their temper at times. 

Mr. Crosland was evidently much puffed up 
by his notoriety, regarding it as fame, and to 
take all the advantage that could be taken of 
such fame—or notoriety—he is out with an- 
other book on similar lines. This new book 
is cajied “LOVELY WOMAN.” and in it Mr. 
Crosland abuses woman, collectively and in- 
dividually. If he were a cleverer writer the 
hook would be more interesting. When all is 


said and done he is only a vituperative Tup- 
per. 


Tupper, the much abused Martin 
Farquhar, wrote dreary commonplaces, but 
they were amiable; he was the abused, not the 
abuser. Mr. Crosland writes commonplaces, 
to be sure, but they are not amiable. It was 
Tupper who wrote, A babe in the house is 
a well spring of pleasure.” If Mr. Crosland 
had written on the same subject he would 
have said, “A babe in the well is a houseful 
of pleasure.“ This illustrates the character 
of these two masters of the commonplace. 
Perhaps, however, I can best illustrate Mr. 
quoting from his book:

„ Analogy always does me quits well when I 
feel like that kind of reading. ... 

Of the work of Miss Marie Corelli I have a low 
opinion; it is as bad as that of Mr. Hall Caine, 
who, let it be remembered, in his lat: capacity as 
reader to Bentley's, is understood to have turned 
Miss Corelli down. 

Of Mise Ellen Thorneycroft Fowler I will only 
say that I wish she had never been born. She ap- 
pears: to be one of the many startling finds of that 
literary Barney Barnato, Dr. Robertson Nicoll.

how chastely witty! 

By next summer it will be time for Mr. 
Crosland to again take advantage of his 
notoriety and publish another book. Will it 
be men upon whom he will turn the flash- 
light of his genius, or, from the fact that he 


belongs to that sex, will they be «pred his 
attention? 


Poets are as scarce in England as they are 
with us, and when one comes along he is 
hailed as something greater than he is. When 
William Watson published his first volume 
he was hailed as a successor of Tennyson, 
and Stephen Phillips has been praised quite 
beyond his deserts. Mr. Phillips has done no 
better work than many another poet who 
wrote in the shadow of greater names. Being 
almost alone, his light is not interfered with 
and throws a gleam far beyond its real 
power. 

Now a new poet 8 in England. 
and the critics hail him as the long expected. 
This is a good and at the same time a bad 
thing for him. Had he come at a time when 
poets were less scarce he would stand a bet- 
ter chance of proper appreciation. The name 
of this new poet is Alfred Noyes, and so far 
he has published but two small volumes of 
verse The Loom of Years” and “The Flow- 
er of Old Japan.” There is no denying that 


Mr. Noyes gives promise, but I should hesitate 


to go to the lengths of praise that have been 
dealt out by some of his reviewers. There is 
variety in his verse, as I shall illustrate. 
Take this for one example: 

Then sculptor, cast away 

The clay, wherewith the thumb 

May play 
When all the soul is dumb. 


The far immortal face 

In chosen onyx fine 
Enchase 

And chisel, line by line, 


More lovely shines the dream 
From out its labored tomb 

Of gleam 
And color, weight and gloom. 


Take up the sculptor’s tool, 
Toil in the dream that dies 
By rule 
Shall lead thee through the skies. 


By rule the heart must bleed 
By rule the sob refuse; 
You need 
A strait cothurnus, Muse. 
In Michael Oaktree,“ which describes in 
blank verse the death of an old peasant, we 
have something different: 
Then Micheal Oaktree took his wife's thin hand 
Beneath his big rough hands and held it. There 
It lay like a tired ewe, between two ¢rags, 
Sheltered from all the winds. His eyes grew dark, 
And as he turned to her and died, he spoke 
Two words of perfect faith and love—Come soon! 
O. then, in all the world there was no sound 
Except the slumbrous pulsing of a clock, 
The whisper of the leaves, and, far away, 
The sacred consolation of the sea. 
But as I softly passed out of the porch 
And walked across the garden, all the scents

As voices of the holy Seraphim, 
Voices of adoration, mute as love, 
Stronger than death, and pure with mingling

Mr. Noyes’ Japanese verse is in lighter 

vein and is full of color and grace; but none 
of it, either the lighter or more serious, has 
given me a thrill. I should not think of giv- 
ing so much space to him in this letter if it 
were not that you will be sure to hear much 
about him before long, for what England 
takes up with any degree of violence finds 
an echo in*America. We may not agree 
with the English verdict, but we listen to it. 


I have just been reading the queen of Rou- 
mania’s latest contribution to the literature 
of nations. It is a volume of national stories 
called by the title of the first one, A Rou- 
manian Vendetta.“ Carmen Sylva has 
never done better work than in these stories, 
but after reading them I am quite content 
to be a plain American citizen rather than a 
picturesque Roumanian subject.

‘The authors have wished 
that their readers should be able to see not 
only the features of the writers who are dis- 
cussed but also the appearance of the manu- 
scripts or printed volumes in which English 
masterpieces were first given to the world. 


have been spent among books to so great 
an extent. 

Richard Garnett was born in 1835; at the 
age of 16 he entered the British museum as 
assistant in the printed books department, 
For more than fifty years he has been con- 
nected with that greatest of the world's 
libraries, and as keeper of the printed books, 
as superintendent of the reading room, and 
in other important positions has acquired a 
great knowledge of books, authors, and man- 
uscripts. In many publications he has shown 
his qualities as editor, anthologist, and biog- 
rapher. Several volumes of poems show his 
puetic fancy, mastery of melody, and drama- 
tic force. His name has long been familiar 
with a limited public and will now reach new 
and wider circles. 

Mr. Gosse, a younger man than Mr. Gar- 
nett, became an assistant librarian of the 
British museum at the age of 18 and remained 
there many years. In 1885 he became lec- 
turer in English literature at Trinity col- 
lege, Cambridge. He has published more 
than twenty volumes of poetry, biography, 
or criticism, and has made an especial study 
of the period of which hetreats. Both Mr. 
Garnett and Mr. Gosse have a wide acquaint- 
ance with forei literature and are the 
better able to estimate the relative rank of 
English authors among the writers of the 
world. 


Mr. Garnett is the author of the first 
volume, which covers the period from the 
beginnings to the age of Henry Vill. There 
are few authors in this period whose writ- 
ings the unhighschooled reader (to use a 
word of Lowell’s invention) could read if he 
would, or would if he could. It is sufficient 
praise, then, to say that Mr. Garnett has 


sense which makes his volume full of inter- 
est to the layman. He has been wisely par- 
simonious in dispensing information, and has 
realized that to say too much is as bad as 
to say too little, and perhaps worse. He 
promises to refer all whose curiosity has been 
aroused to ask for more information to a 
bibliography which will be a feature of a 
later volume. 

It was inevitable that in this initial volume 
there should be something said as to the 
nature and history of the English language. 
The Celt, the Roman, and the Saxon in 
turn held the land of Britain. Daneand Nor- 
man followed, and each had a hand in pre- 
paring the language and in building the 
literature which are called English. But 
that earlier English is, if not a foreign lan- 
guage, at any rate.an unknown language 
to the common man of today. Mr. Garnett 
has held this fact in mind and has modern- 
ized the language and the spelling so as to 
make those old worthies intelligible. ; Ob- 
jectors should remember,“ says one author, 
„ that it is impossible to say what precise 
orthography an ancient author would have 
employed, and that in the majority of in- 
stances he would himself have followed no 
uniform rule.“ 

Of the earliest period, before the coming 
of the Dane, the age of Caedmon, Cynewulf, 
and the Venerable Bede, Mr. Garnett finds 
the dominant element to be the religious 
fecling, the knowledge of the bible. Still more 
distinctively English, though more rare, are 
a thoughtful melancholy and the love of 
nature. More remarkable still is the passion 
for the sea. The old mariner in one poem, 
who has enumerated the hardships of a sail- 
or’s life, wherein: 


All the glee I got me was the gannet’s scream 
And the swoughing of the seal, ‘stead of mirth of 


men. 


Yet finds that 
In the world he’s no delight, 
Nor in anything whatever save the tossiag of the 


waves, 
O, forever he has longing who is urged towards the 


sea. 

The long line of men that in the sea girt 
isle have sung the praises of wind and wave 
and the tossing ship goes back to he begin- 
ning of English literature, and, no doubt, 
long before the woaded Briton saw the first 
foreign boat approach his shore he sang of 
the sea. 

In the age that followed Alfred's name is 
greatest. ‘ Alfred rescued our language as 
well as our independence and nationality. 
There is no contemporary partner or rival 
im his glory, and no ground for thinking that 
England could have been preserved if Alfred

had not existed—a scathing rebuke to the his- 
torical theories which disparage indfVidual 
action in comparison with assumed general 
laws.” 


In this and all the other subdivisions of the 
period he has chosen, Mr. Garnett includes 
so much of the political and social history 
as is necessary for the understanding of the 
Hnguistic and literary history. This part of 
his work is never intrusive, and the author 
never forgets his ultimate aim in a mass of 
incidentally related facts. 

After the forty pages devoted to Chaucer, 
the largest number on any one theme, are 
those devoted to the early translations of the 
bible into English. A facsimile in colors ofa 
page of the Wycliffe bible is one of the 
numerous illustrations of this topic. There 
are many quaint illustrations in connection 
with the Caxton and the early days of Eng- 
lish printing. The first book printed in Eng- 
lish was a transilatiom’of the tales of Troy, 
but the first book printed in England was 
“The Dictes and Sayings of the Philoso- 
phers,“ published fifteen years before the 
discovery of America. 

Many early Scotch writers are included in 
the volume, as it was not until after Flodden 
Field that lowland writers called their 
language Scotch instead of English, and even 
after that they never ceased to be intimately 
connected with English literature, though 
national jealousy north or south of the Tweed 
might deny the fact. 

With More and Ascham, Wyatt and Sur- 
rey, English became sufficiently like the 
speech of today to be intelligible without 
modernization. The glorious age of which 


they were the forerunners is to be treated 


in the second volume. 

Mr. Garnett has been eminently discreet 
in his choice of authors and in his sense of 
proportion. With all its brevity the work is 
thoroughly up to date, and while popular in 
style is never unscholarly. The illustrative 
extracts in this and the other volume give 
as good an idea of the style of the author 
from whom they are taken as can be given 
by such fragments. 


The third volume of the history—the sec- 

ond is not yet published—is by Mr. Gosse. 
It covers the period from Milton to Johnson 
Mr. Gosse is much more independent and 
original in his judgments than the author 
of the first volume, sometimes startlingly 
so. The following extracts from his criti- 
cism of Milton illustrate this: “We read 
the Nativity Ode’ with rapture, but some- 
times with a smile Its language is occa- 
sionally turbid, incongruous, even absurd. 
We may easily slip into believing 
these conceits and flatnesses to be in them- 
selves beautiful, but this is a complacency 
which is to be avoided.”” “ Critics have vied 
with one another in pretending that they 
enjoy the invective tracts of Milton. 
But if we are candid we must admit that 
these tracts are detestable, whether for the 
crabbed sinuosity of their style. their awk- 
ward and unseemly heat in controversy, or 
for their flat negation of all serenity and 
gmace. If they were not Milton's we should 
not read one of them. As they are his, we 
are constrained to search for beauties, and 
we find them . in certain enthusiastic 
pages, usually a tobiographical, which form 
oases in the desert, the howling desert of 
Milton’s pamphlets.” 


The foregoing is a fair specimen of what 


might almost be calléd Mr. Gosse’s „% un- 


seemly heat im controversy.” Not all the 
beautiful things he has to say of other writ- 
ings of Milton’s atone for the unnecessary 
harshness of these words. It must be re- 
membered that this survey of English litera- 
ture is not intended for specialists, but is 
primarily for the general reader. It will go 
into many a home u a the older members 
of the family have never read a history of 
English literature and will never know more 
about its great names than is found within 
the pages ofthis book. The illustrations will 
entice many a child to read and form judg- 
ments almost ineradicable. Without being 
colorless, the author’s opinions on disputed 
points might well have been expressed with 
less vehemence. : 

This third volume begins with Burton, the 
author of “ The Anatomy ef Melancholy,”’ 
and ends with Sir Joshua Reynolds. When 
we consider that Milton, Dryden, Pope, Bun- 


‘yan, Swift, Addison, and Johnson are only 


a few of the great names of this period it 
will be seen that here again is an embarrass- 
ment of riches. 
Among the illustrations are facsimiles of 
letters from the earl of Clarendon, Jeremy 
Taylor, Locke, Pepys, Defoe, Richardson, 
Manuscripts, 
proofsheets, and title pages are shown in 
‘numerous examples. The volumes are pre- 
paréd regardless of expense, and, while the 
price is moderate for the material presented, 
they will be beyond the reach of many of 
the people most interested. No public libra- 
ry, however small, should be without them.

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FELIX IS MORBID. 
Robert Hichens’ Novel Is Not Saved Even 


by Its Humor. 

Robert Hichens’ “ FELIX” (Frederick A. 
Stokes & Co.) is a remarkably unpleasant 
novel. It is of the French school of fiction, 
sensational, morbid, unnatural. There is a 
sharp contrast of marked feminine strength 
with pitiable masculine weakness, yet the re- 
sult is unconvincing. 

The story is of a young man who learned 
of life from the pages of the Comedie Hu- 
maine, and who accepted Balzacs view 
as a short cut to what the ordinary man 
gathers from education and experience. To 
Felix the world was allawry. People were 
distorted visions, and they lived and moved 
in strange discord. All his ideas were based 
upon Balzacian estimates, and when he met 
a married woman who flattered him he fell 
easily under her influence. 

Valerie Ismey, his charmer, was a liar, 
a morphine eater, a creature of atrophied 
moral sense. There is something of the 
hideous in the revelation of her addiction, 
and the account of the orgies in a Parisian 
house, where a morphineuse doled out the 
drug to women habitués, is shockingly re- 
pulsive. Eventually the boy falls away from 
the spell cast upon him, and the tale emerges 
from slimy darkness into pale, dubious light. 

A saving bit of comedy is injected in the 
character of Sam Singleton, who conducts a 
school of modern journalism, but it is in- 
efficient as a lea ven for thesoggy, inert mess 
of words that Mr. Hichens has used to such

HE METTLE OF THD PASTURE,” 

by James Lane Allen, is a curious 

story, in that it is written to show 

how the sins of a man find him out. 

Most tales of this character are 
written to show how the sins of a woman 

find her out. And though redemption is 
preached, both by Christ and the novelists, 
it usually happens that the sinful woman dies 
in sight of her promised land. But in this 
case the man it was who died. I have always 
deprecated the taking off of generous heart- 
ed women because of their sins, and I depre- 

cate the taking off of this straightforward 
and lovable man because of his. He was 
much better fitted to live, if the truth must 
be told, than before the commission of his 
sin. He understood the meaning of that 
transcendent virtue, compassion, as no in- 
nocent person could. Knowledge is experi- 
ence. And his experience of evil gave him 
knowledge of charity. Yet he died, and 
dragged down into sorrow the woman who 
loved him. 

But for one character in the book this 
would be Mr. Allen's best piece of work. 
This character is the villainess, if such a 
word there be. She is a Mrs. Conyers, 
grandmother to the heroine, Isabel Conyers. 
She is a scandal monger'of the most unscru- 
pulous and revengeful kind, and this in itself 
is hard to believe, considering her antece- 
dents and her descendants. Moreover, it is 
hardly credible that she should have been 
such a tigress that she should have scratched 
her old mahogany chairs with her vengeful 
finger nails on many occasions, and that she 
should hate and begulle and lie and listen 
in the midst of well bred, amiable, well in- 
tentioned, and unsecretive folk. The char- 
acter does not ring true. It injures the book 
from the first. And the results of her wrong 
doing are out of proportion with the weap- 
ons she employed. It is possible to traduce 
a man or woman, but next to impossible to 
ruin the true hearted and honest living. If 
murder will out, truth will, too, and it is 
quite as difficult to make a community be- 
lieve ill of a good man as to make it trust 
a corrupt one. Fatuous and foolish as men 
are, they are hardly to be taken in in that 
fashion—at least not in a neighborly, hon- 
est, and intelligent community such as Mr. 
Lane pictures in this book. 


The heroine is an interesting character 
with a strong individuality. She keeps her 
integrity as the jéwel of her soul, and when 
her lover in absolute honesty, such as men 
may know on the Day of Reckoning, con- 
fesses to her an ancient sin, she casts him 
off. Years pass before she can learn the les- 
son of forgiveness, and then she voluntarily 
returns to him, and begs to be permitted to 
repair something of the ruin her terrible 
sense of justice has wrought. The man who 
had tasted of sin, the woman who had sounded 
the depths of unforgiving righteouSness, lived 
for a year or two in concord and mutual un- 
derstanding. Then he passed away. The 
ideals are gallant and fine. The death the

hero dies is not the ultimate death. It is the 
mere suppression of the weary body. The 
capitulation of the heroine was not her de- 
feat ut her triumph. She lost her life that 
she might find it. These are great graces 
for a book. 4 

The title is one which Mr. Allen might be 
expected to select. The fair Kentucky flelds 
have always had a hold upon his imagination, 
and the cattle that feed on the rich grasses 
have suited him almost as well as the chival- 
reus, ardent, and ambitious men and women 
whom Allen has known best, er whom he has 
oftenest chosen to portray. Relative to the 
expression, “ The mettle of the pasture,” he 
causes a ruminating character to say: 

“Of course, you have noticed how Shaks- 
peare likes this word ‘ mettle,’ how he likes 
the thing. The word can be seen from 
afar over the vast territory of his plays 
like the same battle flag In different parts of 
the fleld. It is conspicuous in the English 
plays, and in the Roman, and in the Greek: 
it waves alike over tragedy and comedy as a 
rallying signal to human nature. I imagine 
I ean see his face as he writes of the mettle 
of children—the mettle of a boy—the quick 
mettle of a schoolboy—a lad of -mettle— 
the ‘mettle of a gentleman—the met 
tle of the sex—the mettle of a woman— 
Lady Macbeth—the mettle of a, king—the 
mettle of a speech—even the mettie of a ras- 
cal—mettle in death. I love to think of him, 
a man Who had known trouble, writing the 
words: The insuppressive mettle of our 
spirits.” 


* But this particular phrase mettle of 
the pasture— belongs rather to our century 
than to his, more to Darwin than to the the- 
ater of that time. What most men are think- 
ing of now, if they think at all, is of our earth, 
@ small grass grown planet hung in space. 
And, unaccountably makingthis appearance 
on it, is man, a pasturing animal, deriving 
his mettle from his pasture. I like to 
think of the marvels that the pasturing ani- 
mal has performed in our own country. He 
has had new ideas, but has he developed 8 
new virtue or carried any old virtue forward: 
to characteristic development? Has he add- 
ed to the civilizations.of Europe the specta- 
cle of a single virtue transcendently exer- 
cised? We are not braver than other brave 


people, we are not more polite, we are not- } 


more honest or more truthful or more sin- 
cere or kind. I wish to God that some vir- 
tue, say the virtue of truthfulness, could be 
known throughout the world as the unfail- 
ing mark of the American—the mettle of his 
pasture. Not to lie in business, not to lie in 
love, not to lie in religion—to be honest with 


one’s fellow-men, with women, with God— - 


suppose the rest of mankind would agree that 
this virtue constituted the characteristic of 
the American!” 

Ah, suppose, suppose! Allen shows the 
mettle of his pasture, but alas for us miser- 
able ones who have not fattened on flelds so 


wholesome! (The Macmillan company, pub-. -

Some Bullish Hervest Returns. 

The report of disappointing harvest re- 
turns in Nebraska had considerable effect, 
because heretofore there has been no contra- 
diction of the general claim of a good crop 
for that state, and some Nebraska elevator 
interests still insisted on an average of 20 
bu to the acre. But there has been so much 
from other sections about thrashing returns 
not coming up to estimates the trade was pre- 
‘pared to pay the more attention to similar 
claims from a new quarter. There was no in- 
crease in the movement, primary receipts for 
the second time this week being less than 
half those of a year ago, 458,000 bu, compared 
with 942.000 bu last year and 1,215,000 bu in 
1901. Minneapolis was the only important 
point getting more wheat than a year ago, 
159 cars, compared with 144. The quality of 
the new wheat is still satisfactory, 25 cars out 
of 51 inspected in here grading No. 2 red. 

There was a moderate milling demand here, 
with sales of 35,000 bu. The export demand is 
still indifferent, an early report of sales of 
200,000 bu at Baltimore being followed with 
the correction that it was old business, and 
total export sales being put finally at 96,000 
bu. Clearances were 202,000 bu for the day 
and for the week were 3,652,000 bu. Argen- 
tine shipments were 1,448,000 bu.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON CHANGE. 


The Daily Trade Bulletin has prepared its 
annual estimate of world’s supplies of bread- 
‘stuffs. It makes the United States winter 
wheat yield 470,000,000 bu and the spring 
wheat crop 265,000,000 bu, a total of 735,000,- 
000 bu, revision of area in Ohio, Indiana, Ok- 
la homa, and the northwest increasing its fig- 
ures over the general estimates of the crop. 
It estimates wheat in farmers’ hands July 1 
at 48,000,000 bu, which, added to the 735,000,- 
000 crop, gives a (otal of 813,000,000 bu for 
distribution. This it divides as follows: Re- 
quired for food, 410,000,000 bu; fOr seed, 75.- 
000,000 bu; in farmers’ hands July 1, 1904, 
60,000,000 bu; visible supply, July 1, 1904, 55,- 
000,000 bus remaining for export, 213,000,000 
bu. The world’s crop, according to this au- 


than last year, the deficiency being mainly 
in the importing countries. European crops 
are put down 150,000,000 to 160,000,000 bu 
smaller than last year. On the foreign sup- 
ply the Bulletin finds that during June the ag- 
gregate supplies in store in the principal 
countries of Europe were enlarged 1,840,000 
bu, compared with an increase of 2,460,000 
bu during May, and a reduction of 1,410,000 
bu during June, 1902. Stocks in the united 
kingdom were enlarged 2,230,000 bu, those in 
France were increased 960,000 bu, those in 
Germany, Belgium, and Holland were en- 
larged 410,000 bu, those in Russia reduced 
2,230,000 bu, and those in other portions of 
Europe enlarged 660,000 bu. Stocks in Rus- 
sia were enlarged 810,000 bu during May, and 
reduced 580,000 bu during June, 1902. Sup- 
plies in store in Russia are about 1,020,000 bu 
less than those reported one year ago. The 
aggregate stocks in store in Europe on July 
1, 1908, were 3,730,000 bu more than reported 
one year previous. 

The Modern Miller summary says: Re- 
turns from the thrashing continue to show 
how small and how much below the average 
ig this year’s yield of soft winter wheat. 
. . » Disappointing reports come from 
nearly every section where soft wheat is 
raised, the only noteworthy exceptions being 
Texas and Oklahoma, although in Oklahoma 
the yield is not altogether up to expectations. 
Some millers in Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, 
Kentucky, and Tennessee are already draw- 
ims wheat supplies from the accumulative 
centers, as they cannot obtain sufficient stock 
for theff requirements at home There 
gre also some reports of disappointing yields 
of hard winter wheat, but these are not of 
suflicient importance to create alarm. The 
quality and condition of both soft and hard 
winter wheat are excellent for milling pur- 

A large miller in Cass county, III., informs 
Rumsey: “ Wheat in our territory is turn- 
ing out light. We have not near half the crop 
that we had last year. For instance, we had 
210 acres on our farm that made us over 
5,000 bu; this year we had 240 acres and will 
not have over 2,000 bu. It is that way all over 
this territory. The quality is fine but the 
yield is light.“ 

An Antwerp cable to Harris-Gates says 
harvesting operations in southwestern Eu- 
rope are threatened by unsettled weather 
and that the wheat crop is smaller than last 
year. 

The movement of new wheat fo gulf ports 
has been as small so far this crop year as 
the movement to primary seints; New Or- 
leans getting 21,000 to date, compared with 
£27,000 bu from July 1 to 16 inclusive a year 
ago and 1,160,000 bu two years ago. Galves- 
ton has received 209,000 bu, compared with 
£98,000 bu for the correspoading period last 
year and 906,000 bu two years ago, the two 
points getting 230,000 bu, compared with 
1,125,000 bu last year and 2,068,000 bu two 
years ago. The small movement can hardly 
be accounted for altogether by the explana- 
tion that the crop is late. There appears to 
be a general disposition on the part of farm- 
ers tochold their wheat for higher prices, and 
whether they succeed in getting them or not 
exporters would have trouble in filling their 
contracts if the foreigners were at all anx- 
ious for the wheat bought last spring. But 
the foreigner also seems to be playing a 
waiting game, though his waiting is for 
lower prices, not higher. 


From the standpoint of a broker.“ said 
one of the guild yesterday, “a good many 
things have been said in connection with 
Wednesday's lard deal, which reflects with 
unnecessary severity on the men who execute 
somebody else's orders. In the first place 
there was not necessarily a ‘leak’ such as 
would imply a getting together on the part of 
parties who had buying orders and compar- 
ing notes. It has been claimed. that lard

holders heard of these orders and decided to 
keep their stuff off the market. The fact 
there was plenty of lard for sale early refutes 
this claim. There would have been plenty 
more on the market had there been time for 
a lot of us to get word to parties who had 
lard they would have been glad to sell at any 
reasonable advance. Foreigners always give 
their orders to buy or sell ‘ at the close,’ and 
a broker has no option in the matter.” 


Pfarrius, the New York exporter, who was 


on the floor yesterday, denied the soft im; | 
peachment that he was here to buy wheat 


for export. There is really no export busi- 
ness at all,” he said, “ so I have given myself 
a holiday. We have some No. 2 hard wheat 
at Galveston to sell, but your market is 5c 
out of line for export. There is nothing but 
a squeezing trade in corn. People who are 
short on the other side have to buy occa~- 
sionally, but the regular trade is not buying. 
Why, rye is 5 per cent lower than corn in 
Hamburg and other German markets.“ 

A pessimistic view of the immediate future 
of cash wheat prices in Minneapolis is fur- 
nished by Harris-Gates’ correspondent there 
as follows: One or two cars of No. 1 
northern sold early at 86c, but soon dropped 
to 85c; No. 2 northern was offered at 84c and 
unsalable at that price; No. 8 northern is 

ing at 80c to 880. There is absolutely no 
y meee for it, and I think prices of our cash 
wheat will decline 5c per bu inside of the 
next ten days.“ The July price at Minneapo- 
lis was off 1%4c, or 3%c in two days, the weak- 
ness accounted for by offerings of No. 2 hard 
wheat to arrive at 8c to 10c cheaper. 
Corn receipts at primary markets had been 
running under those of last year for several 
days, a rather surprising circumstance in 
view of the fact that the country is shipping 
from a crop 1,000,000,000 bu larger than that of 
the previous year. But the prospéct a year ago 
was bright for the biggest crop the country 
ever raised, and the farmer is not so well 
satisfied with the outlook this year and has 
been delayed with his farm work. Besides 
there was a July deal on here a year ago and 
shipments to Chicago were large of 
the high prices here. 

The difficulty elevator interests are under 
in buying wheat all through the soft winter
